POOR FbR HATCHING 


Pallet* sever should be used as 


breeder* unless they are earh hutched 
and bandied tinder the nw*t favorable 
conditions, mya Noel Hull, extension 
speclatlat of the MkKouri tfnte poul- 
try experiment stallun, at Mountain 
Grove, Mo.

points in predating hatching

from pullets: 


First, the pullets should be early 


hatched. 
It 
Is necessary for the 


fowls to be mature for the best re- 
sults. 


Second, they must ha\e been rai«ed 


properlj—they must be well de\el- 
oped. 
Elght-months-oM pullets that 


have been fed and boused properly J 
are better than twelve-months, pullets 
handled under unfuvoiuble conditions. 


Third, the pullet should be brought 


Into lay early In the full aid winter 
and allowed a rest before breeding j 
season. This allows them to be in 
• 


good physical condition tor the pro- 
duction of hatching eggs. 


Fourth, a good ration should be
